Pte: Meshick Naylor’s parents 
have received an official report 
that he was admitted to a Canadian 
General hospital on April 9th.From 
the telegram it appears he was 
wounded and gassed. He was one 
of Gleichen’s former scheol ‘boys

War and Food 


No. 11I—SOQUPS 


Canadian housewives do not, as a 
general rule, use the soup pot as 
freely as they might. It is invalu- 
able in the utilization of left-over 


scraps and it proves itslef an ever 
present help in time of need. 
A good cook will make excellent 


soup from almost any materials; a2 
| bad cook will make poor soup from 
jthe best amaterial, Although  per- 
haps the simplest things to prepare, 
soup is quite a test of a woman's cul- 
inary skill. A common inistake is to 
forget that it needs long and gentle 
|cooking. Soup should be allowed to 
simmer rather than to boil vigorous- 
y. 
As a substitute for meat or as a 
“meat stretcher’ soup is unexcelled, 
It is wholesome and nourishing, ‘The 


bones of all meat and most yege- 
tables go towards making a good 
stock, Bones of cooked meat 
and meat scraps of — poultry and 


game should always find their way 
jinto the stock pot. That is the ad- 
vantage of soup. Material may be 
used in it that would otherwise go 
to waste. It should be remembered, 
however, that nothing of a starchy 
or mealy nature should ever go into 
the stock pot, as they are liable to 
turn sour, They may be used in 
soup but not for stock making, 

In flavoring soups, if fresh herbs 
or celery are not obtainable, use 
dried herbs or celery seed tied in a 
piece of muslin. This should be re- 
}moved before serving, 

Excellent stock may be made from 


the peclings and trimmings of vege- 
tables, Put them in a saucepan with 
jcold water. Bring to boil and sim- 


mer for about two hours. Strain 
|the vegetable mixture through mus- 
lin and you will have a clear, golden 
brown stock ready to make into a 
delicious, health-giving soup, It 
must be remembered however, that 
vegetable stock will not Keep long,

The Difficulties 
Of the Navy 


Compared to Land Forces, the Navy 
Has the Worst of It 


We are confronted with conditions 
at se Which somewhat resemble 
those ich exist on the western 
front, Che navy, like the army, is 
fighting an entrenched enemy, “The 
sailor, however, cannot sit down in 
trenches, as the soldier can sit down 
in trenches; he is compelled to patrol 
to and fro over the sea front, in the 
North sea as in the Mediterranean, 
He cannot maintain himself close up 
to the enemy's lines as the ‘soldier 
tan do, because of the torpedo, mine 
and shore gun, and if he could he is 
at one great disadvantage — the 
weight. of artillery which ;can be 
maointed-ashtore is unlimited; but the 
weight of artillery which can be 
mounted in a ship is limited. He is 
handicapped.’ Every gun whether it 
be employed on land or on sea, must 
have its mechanism protected from 
attack, which means weight, and the 
sailor has always to operate — under 
the restrictions which sea conditions 
impose. His guns—limited in num- 
ber and in protection—may be as 
good or better than the guns mount- 
ed on land, but he must fire from a 
moving platform, whereas the land 
gunner fires from a fixed platform, 
with all the aid which the cyclomet- 
er gives to him, 

Moreover, the sailor, try as he 
may, cannot absolutcly prevent sub- 
marines passing under his  blockad- 
ing forces, whereas there is a limit 
tothe length of a tunnel which the 
enemy can drive on the western 
front; d, at worst, an explosion 
follows, The sailor on blockade duty 
is conscious of what is taking plac: 
behind him—of — the destruction 
which submarines, usually invisible 
at the time of attack, are inflicting 
on the merchant navy, which is cs- 
sential to thesexistence of the royal 
navy. The sailor, who gropes his 
way over the North sea through the 
darkness on a stormy night; his vis- 
ion restricted ‘by fog or mist or 
driving rain, can give no guarantee 
that the swift enemy raider (the cne- 
my acting on interior lines) will not 
break out and get on one of the 
trade routes, 

Consequer:tly at one and the same 
moment the navy has (1) to block- 
ade a well-defended enemy hiding in 
his fastnesses and maintaining 2 
trench war in security and comfort, 
if demoralizing comfort, (2) to fight 
the submarine, which lives under the 
blockading forces, and (3) to destroy 
the raider, who, in pitchy darkness, 
may elude the patrols,—Archibald 
Hurd in Fortnightly Review.

Huge Increase in Tonnage of Coal 
Handled Over C.N.R. Lines 
in Recent Years

For many years Nova Scotia has 
been the premier coal- Troe nane, pro- 
vince, And until the last few years 
British Columbia was second in the 
list. But, railway construction has 
rendered available a considerable 
portion of the vast extent of the 
coal resources of Alberta, and that 
province on the eastern slope of the 
Rockies, has ousted the Pacific coast 
province from the second position in 
Canada. The greater part of — this 
recent expansion in production of 
coal in Alberta has been brought 
about by the building of lines of the 
Canadian Northern Railway. The 
production in tons:

The livestock branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture has expres- 
sed the opinion that “any action tak- 
en arbitrarily to prohibit the slaugh- 
ter of calves or females or to limit 
the market for Canadian cattle 
through restrictions upon exports or 
otherwise would be absolutely un- 
wise.”

Number of Deaths Due to Wounds

The plain steel helmet worn by all 
our ‘Tomimies is becoming quite fa- 
miliar even to people in England, It 
will surprise most people who have 
seen these helmets to know that 
there are no fewer than sixty-four 
distinet operations necessary in 
turning out one of them.

If a daughter of Britain were to 
take it into her head that a sailor she 
would be, and sign on as an A.B, 
the occurrence would doubtless give 
rise to considerable, comment and 
no little surprise. 


In many forcign countries, 
ever, the habit of shipping as

Prohibit Feeding of Livestock Im-) 


mediately Preceding Slaughter 

By order in council, upon the re- 
vhinisters — of 
agriculture and ‘the*advice of — the 


Canada food board, regulations cov-! 


ering the feeding of livestock in 
stock yards have been promulgated, 
taking effect at once, . 
Under these regulations the feed- 
ing of livestock in stock yards with- 
in cight hours immediately “preeeding 
slaughter is prohibited. No wheat 
of any grade shall be used for fe 


ing livestock in stock yards. No 
barley above grade No. 3 and -no 
oats above grade extra No, 1 feed, 


shall be used for fee 
stock yards, ‘The » of grain in 
stock yards due to ssness or 
overfeeding, is prohibited, and a copy 
of the regulations is to be posted in 
every stock yard in the place where 
feed is issued or sold. 

4 gulations covering the feeding 
of grain to poultry are also contain- 
ed in the order. No person shall sell 
or purchase wheat fit for snilling 
purposes for the feeding of poultry, 
except where wheat las been grown 
with other grains and cannot be 
separated economically, the said mix- 
ture not to contain more thah 25 per 
cent. of wheat. No person shall, witlt- 


,@ut a Written permit from the Cana- 


Wa food board, use wheat, — barley, 
oats, rye, India corn, buckwheat or 
peas for the purpose of feeding or 
decoying migratory wild fowl. 


Any person violating any of the 
provisions of these regulations, or 
obstructing their enforcement, is 


made liable “to a penalty, not 

ceeding $200 and not less than §.

Where. pro- 
ceedings in such cases in which a 
fine is imposed are instituted by any 
municipality, the fine shall be paid to 
the treasurer of such municipality.

Munsey’s Magazine gives us some 
of the implications of the word, as 
follows: 

“Rourgeois—Originally the desig- 
nation by which the French middle 
class was known at the time of the 
French revolution, In Russia it has 
assumed an entirely new meaning 
since the overthrow of the czar, The 
term is now applied to everybody 
whose interests and political leanings 
are known to be opposed to, or dif- 
fer from, those of the masses, Ail 
stich persons are accused of politi- 
eal sympathies and under suspicion 
hy the radical groups of revolution- 
aries, The effect of this is to class 
among the bourgeois many of the 
so-called intellectuals and the more 
moderate liberals, to whom, as a 
matter of fact, the first success of 
the revolution was largely due, It 
was, because of his alignment with 
this class that Professor Milyukoff 
lost standing with the advanced rey- 
olutionaries. As. this prejudice 
grows, it becomes a serious menace 
to the final success of the revolution 
because of its tendency to drive 
men of the intellectual type out of 
positions of influence and authority. 
‘Phe same tendeticy: was’ manifested 
in the French revolution and led to 
the orgies of the guillotine in the 
days-of the, Terror,” 

According to the Russian interpre- 
tation, many of the Ford workers 
would be bourgeoisie, When a man 
buys a house, then saves his money 
and buys another, renting the first 
to‘a fellow-worker, he is in the bour- 
seosie-class, ‘Phe factory employe 
who makes’a down payment ‘on a 
two-family flat, lives in one apart- 
ment himself and rents the other, is 
not one of the praletarigt in the Rus- 
sian sense, for his interests are nat- 
rally with sueh 
as will safeguard his investment,

pails to work, we can see why it is 
important that we grasp its eXact 
significance.—Detroit News,

Meanwhile ip is surmised here that 
Stefansson's Drief intimation that he 
expected to start ont on a trip that 
would take “seventcen” months, “or 
possibly more,” mea that he in- 
tends to attempt the passage eeross 
the Siberian Sea and wind up on the 


late—20 minutes or an hour, or at }north coast of Siberia, 
hour and a half. What folly, since 


they never before knew the unspeak- 
able joy that they feel when a train 
does at last arrive! 

Again, people complain. that the 
trains are slow, although they often 
in the past pined for the good old 
days of the stage coach. Now those 
times have returned, and passengers 
can get out and walk when their-feet 
are cold, and get in again when they 
are warn,

Owners of steam boilers in the 
province should make themselves 
familiar with the new provisions of 
the act respecting steam boilers 
passed at the last session,of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature. The provisions 
of the act affect all owners of port- 
able and semi-portatle boilers. All 
such steam boilers must be register- 
eiwith the Department of Public 
Works in order that a license may 
be secured to operate them. A 
numbered license plate is issued 


which must be fixed on the boiler. 
The cost of the license {s $7. It 
runs for the balance of the year. A 
penalty in the form of a fine up to 
$50 is imposed. Provision is made 
for the regular annual inspection of 
boilers as well as for speeial inspeo- 
tion when necessary and for the 
issue of inspect ion certificates, Boil- 
ers way not be operated until they 
have been inspected. There is no 
charge for the inspection of register- 
ed, boilers.
